‘New Deal’s’”’ Aid to the Consumer 
Lauded in Lecture by Dr. Taylor; 


President Roosevelt's “New Deal” 
marks the first time in the history 
of America that the interests of the 
consumer are given primary consid- 
eration, Dr. Alva Taylor, teacher of 
social ethics at Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity, asserted Monday night in the 
second of the Atlanta lectureship se- 
ries at the Wesley Memorial church. 

Mr. Roosevelt, said Dr. Taylor, is 
directing the government in a policy 
that is the opposite of the policies of 
previous administrations which, he 
said, have been concerned with guar- 
anteeing profits to the few who own- 
ed, with little regard for.the many 
who consumed. 

The Hoover program for relief fol- 
lowed that procedure, said the lectur- 
er, in that billions of dollars were 
poured “in at the top on the assump- 
tion that somehow it would. trickle 
down to the masses. But it didn’t 
work,” he said. 

Not only is the “New Deal” found- 
é] on a policy that is opposite to 
the Hoover approach but it obviously 
is getting results, said Dr. Taylor, in 
relief to the needy and in the im- 
provement of business. 

Among the sociological benefits of 
the administration’s policy Dr. Taylor 
listed the abolition of child labor, the 
limiting of hours, and the lifting of 
wages. These advances, he said, are 


notable examples of the new drive for | 


“a more abundant prosperity.” 

Dr. Taylor praised Mr. Roosevelt's 
patience and courage, and “his win- 
ning frankness” with the people. 
did not venture to predict the ulti- 
mate outcome of the new plan. He 
did express the opinion that the “lessez 
faire” doctrine of past administra- 
tions had gone and that the new 
partnership between government and 
business would continue to grow,

“NO GREENBACKS” 
SAYS PRESIDENT 


By FRANCIS M. STEPHENSON. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(2)— 


President Roosevelt suppiemented his 
monetary message to congress today 
with an informal discussion with 
newspapermen in which it was dis- | 
closed that he believed the move for | 
a dollar whose gold content was cut | 
by 40 to 50 per cent would go a's 
long way toward stabilizing condi- | 
tions. 

He made it clear that he felt ac-| 
tion by congress prescribing the 10 | 
per cent range for fixing the gold | 
content of the dollar would permit | 


within that limit. 

In genial mood, Mr. Roosevelt re-. 
iterated again that his objective was 
to obtain a purchasing power for 
the dollar about equal to the average 
level at which the nation’s indebted- 


edness could be paid off with 
equal dollar. 

He expects some commodity prices, 
to go upward as a result of the new) 
program. He is convinced of the | 
efficacy of the managed currency at- | 
tempt and believes it was _ respon- 
sible for pulling the nation out of! 
the collapse of commodity prices last | 
fall. |

TEARS WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—There is not a dry eye in the 
house since Mr. Roosevelt spoiled the publicity show of 
the coinage committee. 

It was a crying shame. 

The committee had summoned all the big theorists in the coun- 
try for what was to be a stupendous expose on views on money. 
Committeemen reckoned that the demand for seats would be so 
great that the ordinary committee room would not be large enough 
to hold the crowds. A larger caucus room was engaged. — 

The publicity was going to be tremendous. Everyone was to 
get his name and his views on money in the papers. 

Unfortunately, and very inconsiderately, Mr. Roosevelt selected 
that day to send his money message to congress. The wires were 
loaded with it and the papers full of it. The committee hearing 
barely got mentioned. 

But the cruelest blow of all was the fact that only about three 
people came to the hearing. With Dr. O. M. W. Sprague, the. presi- 
dent’s leading opponent, as first witness, it was like playing the 


Follies to empty seats. 
POLITICS Much of this current far eastern war talk has a secret 
; political motive behind it. 

If our officials suspected it was sincere, they would be run- 
ning wild. As it is, they,are laughing. For instance, consider these | 
Japanese admirals who are bleating in Tokyo magazines and news- | 
papers about the imminence of conflict with the United States. | 

The truth about that seems to be that it is now getting near '! 
budget-making time in Nippon. The Japanese are supposed to be | 
entertaining some plans for further expansion of their fleet. 

To get the Japanese people to support such expenditures will- 
ingly a little war propaganda is usually necessary. Russia has no | 
fleet worthy to be an excuse for the Japanese building up fur- | 
ther. So they pick on us. | 


MUSSOLINI There seems to be something somewhat similar 

behind the extra frank manner in which Premier 
Mussolini has been shouting about war prospects. He has been 
going out of his way to advertise the fact that war between Rus- 
sia and Japan is probably coming. He has even gone so far as to 
write pieces for the papers stating the United States, England and 
France all will be dragged into it. 

Our officials have noted that the tone of his voice sounds as 
if he had just been jabbed with a pin. They think they know who 
did the jabbing. 

It seems that Japan+has been invading all of Italy’s trade mar- 
kets in the near east. Apparently Mussolini does not care to go 
to war about that himself, but he would be pleased if some one 


else would, | 
UNDERSELLING _ The serious part of that angle is that Japan 

has not confined her trade invasion to Italy’s 
markets. She went into Iraq, Persia and India so forcefully that 
Britain recently induced her to negotiate a treaty limiting Japanese 
exports to India. 

The Japanese advantage is her depreciated currency and her cheap 
labor. She can undersell nearly anyone anywhere with. what is 
usually an inferior quality of goods. Only embargoes can stop her. |

I. THE average commercial bank, not more than twenty per cent of the depositors 

are also borrowers. What does that suggest ? 
Primarily, that the balances of customers are carried in the bank for safe deposit’ and 

for use in their own business and personal activities. In other words, the average customer of a bank is 
a service customer and not a borrowing customer. He wants his money safely housed and available as 


he needs or desires it. It also suggests that as a service customer, he must carry campensating balances 
for the service rendered, or pay as he would for any other type of business or professional service. 


Now let us consider the twenty per cent who are borrowers: 


Money placed to their credit through loans naturally comes from the collective balances 
of the other bank customers. Obviously, the bank cannot allow twenty per cent of the customers 
to tie up the balances of eighty per cent for indefinite or lengthy periods of time. That is the 
primary reason why commercial bank loans must be short-term loans. There are eight chances that 
money will be demanded and only two sources from which to get it. 


Likewise—if twenty per cent of the bank customers are to be permitted to use the 
balances of eighty per cent, then naturally the small group must be very select, good risks, thoroughly 
responsible—and the conditions under which they get the use of the money must insure its safe 
return. Hence the care which a good bank exercises in checking the responsibility of borrowers.

HEVIA IS ONLY CUBAN 
EDUCATED AT ANNAPOLIS 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Jan. 15.—(/)— 
Carlos Hevia, newly-elected president 
of Cuba, was educated at the United 
States Naval Academy as the result 
of a special act of congress which 
permitted him to enter the institu- 
tion. 

His expenses while at the academy 
were defrayed by the Cuban govern- 
ment. 

Hevia has the distinction of being 
the only Cuban to ever be graduated 
from the United States naval training 
school. He éntered the academy in 
1916 with the class scheduled to grad- 
uate in 1920.

In other things he is naive. Books are something of a mys- 
tery to him.

Alex Not to Stand in Way 
of Assistant Leaving 
Tech.

R. L. (Bobby) Dodd, backfield 
coach at Georgia Tech for the last 
three seasons, has been tendered the 
job of head football coach at the Uni- 
versity of Richmond and will give a 
representative of the school a definite 
answer on the proposition at a con- 
ference to take place here today. 

This was revealed by Dodd, him- 
self, last night, along with the fact 
that he already had held one confer- 
ence with the delegate from Richmond, 
a Mr. Perdue, here last Saturday. 

ALREADY TALKED. 

Perdue came here then to feel 
Dodd out on the proposition, but the 
latter asked for more time in which 
to talk the matter over with Coach 
Alexander, his head coach. 

At that time, the young Tech back- 
field mentor could not make up his 
mind as to leaving the position he 
has held at the Flats since his grad- 
uation from University of Tennessee, 
in 1930, where he was one of the 
country’s greatest quarterbacks for 
three seasons. 

Coach Alexander said that he 
would not stand in Dodd’s way to 
leaving if he had a chance to better 
himself by becoming a head coach. In 
fact, Coach Alexander will sit in the 
conference today with Dodd and the 
Richmond representative to offer 
whatever advice he can give his as- 
sistant on the matter. 

“I may accept the job if everything 
can be worked out all right today,” 
Dodd stated last night. 

Dodd said that he and Perdue talk- 
ed the matter over thoroughly at lunch 
in Atlanta Saturday and that he told 
him he would give him his answer to- 
day. The latter went on to Macon 
on business. 

“I would hate very much to leave 
Tech, where I*have enjoyed working 
with Coach Alex, but if the opportu- 
nity is attractive enough, I will accept 
it,” Dodd added. 

GREAT QUARTERBACK. 

Dodd, who succeeded Mike Miles 
as the Tech backfield coach, is one 
of the most’ popular assistants ever 
to come to the Flats. He has many 
friends in Atlanta who will regret to 
see him go, however much they may 
like to see him advance in the pro- 
fession. 

At Tennessee, Dodd had the repu- 
tation of being one of the country’s 
Smartest quarterbacks and made most 
of the All-Americans. He has done 
well as Tech’s backfield coach, partic- 
ularly in making a star passer of 
Jack Phillips. 

The first definite word that Dodd 
was being considered came over the 
Associated Press wires Saturday night. 
It was not known at the time that 
he had been personally approached 
on the matter. The name of Freddie 
Sington, an All-American tackle at 
Alabama and now assistant to Wal- 
lace Wade at Duke, also was men- 
tioned as a favored candidate.

All Amateur Athletics 
Showed Increase 
Last Year. 


By Major John L. Griffith. 


President, National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association and Commissioner 
of Athletics for the Big Ten. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—(4)—Viewing 
the situation from every angle, I con- 
fidently expect 1934 will be a far 
better year in college athletics than 
was 1933. 

That the American people prefer 
amateur athletics to other forms of 
sports is evidenced by their attend- 
ance at certain spectacular college 
events as compared with their at- 
tendance at other games, contests and 
spectacles. 

A year ago more than 100,000 spec- 
tators witnessed the opening cere- 
monies jn connection with the Olymp- 
ic games at Los Angeles. There were 
more people that day in the Los An- 
geles Coliseum than for a number of 
years have attended any single prize 
fight, wrestling match, horse race, 
baseball or football

IS FAGING THREAT 


WAR ANGLE SEEN 
ON ST. LAWRENCE 


Britain Wants Water- 
way for Military Avenue 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(4)— 
A warning that Great Britain wants 
the St. Lawrence waterway developed 
to “provide a military avenue 
through the United States” was given 
to the senate today by Senator Lewis, 
democrat, Illinois, as debate on the 
treaty with Canada was resumed. 

He said England was not in need 
of the commercial waterway, or the 
power to be derived from the proposed 
waterway. 

“But England, with her usual 
adroitness and admirable. capacity in 
her sagacious wisdom, sees the fu- 
ture,” he said. . 

Lewis asserted that when Russia 
and Japan were at°war, England was 
the ally of Japan. Pointing out that 
Russia was defeated, he asked: 

“Does anyone assume that Russia 
will remain defeated, to be held up to 
her own people as having been van- 
quished by Japan and humiliated be- 
fore the world as the lesser?” 

England, he said, knows the con- 
flict must come and that whatever 
her position may be in that conflict, 
she would, with the St. Lawrence, 
be in a position “to act as a deter- 
rent of our United States taking any 
action that might be necessary to our 
welfare in co-operation or joint con- 
flict with any other nation.” 

“England has ne idea at this time 
of war with the United States,’ Lewis 
added.

500-Acre Lake Octahatchee 
Again Hit by Long Dry Spell 


By CLYDE BEALE. 

VALDOSTA, Ga., Jan. 15.—(4)— 
Lake Octahatchee, just across the line 
in Florida, is running off again.as a 
result of the long dry spell in south 
Georgia and north Florida. 

“If something don’t happen in 10 
days, she’s gone again,” says Sam 
Felder, negro caretaker of the pre- 
serve which is owned and controlled 
by a group of Valdosta and Lowndes 
county sportsmen, 

The lake, one of the most beauti- 
ful in this section, covers approxi- 
mately 500 acres when it is full, but 
less than a fourth of the area is now 
under water. 

Sam and his neighbor, Silas Coffee, 
who has lived in the vicinity of the 
lake for 70 years, like to give their 
ideas about “where the fish go” when 
the water runs off into a deep sink 
hole at the west end. The sink hole, 
about 50 feet deep and about 20 feet 


TO GEORGIAN’S WIFE | in width, is a source of awe to the 


black folk who live in the vicinity 
of the lake. 


“When you look down in dat big| 


hope, it looks plumb boogee and I’s 
scared of it,’ Sam says. “You can 
look at a grown man down in dat 
place and looks like a lil’ boy,” is 
Silas’ comment. 

“T b’en livin’ ‘round here ’bout 70 
years and it mos’ all de time runs 
off ’bout every seven years, but heah 
lately, it runs off more’n dat,” Silas 
said. 

Both old negroes say they don’t like 
to get near the edge of the sink hole 
because they are afraid the land 
might sink. When the lake runs off, 
the water flows into the sink hole

and out through subterranean streams. 
“De fish go out de same way de 
water does,” Silas declares. 


“There is an interesting legend of 
Indians and Spaniards attached to 
the lake. It has been handed down 
from one generation to. another and 
no one knows of its origin. The legend 
has it that one night a company of 
Spaniards were encamped on one 
side of the lake while a party of 
Indians was on the other. The braves 
planned to attack the Spaniards dur- 
ing the night. 

An Indian maiden who was with 
the party of her people had fallen 
in love with one of the Spanish sol- 
diers and she feared for his life when 
she heard of the plans for attack. 
Quietly she slipped down to the 
water’s edge, climbed ifto a boat and 
rowed to the other side and told her 
lover about the attack. The Span- 
iards were ready when the Indians 
were supposed to attack. The In- 
dians, after learning of the maiden’s 
act, drowned her in the sink hole.
